The funding commission created by chapter 31 of the gen- 
eral laws of 1891 called in all the Minnesota railroad adjust 
ment bonds on January 1, 1892. At that time the internal 
improvement land fund held $220,000, which were can- 
celled and destroyed. In lieu of the remaining outstanding 
bonds ($1,754,000) an equivalent amount of "Minnesota State 
funding Bonds," bearing interest at the rate of three and one- 
half (3|) per cent., were issued. $1,200,000 of these new

bonds were successfully disposed of at par to Blair & Co., of 
New York City, they acting as the financial agent of the state in 
the redemption of the old bonds, the commissioners allowing the 
purchasers interest on $400,000 Minnesota railroad adjustment 
bonds from January 1st to March 1st, as their commission in 
the transaction. These new bonds were subsequently disposed 
of by Blair & Co. to several savings banks of New York City 
and state, and are held at a premium. Of the remaining 
funding bonds $395,000 are now held by the permanent uni- 
versity fund and $159,000 by the permanent school fund. The 
total state debt outstanding at the close of the fiscal year, is:

Section 8 of chapter 31 of the general laws of 1891 author- 
izing the levy of a tax of one-tenth*(l-10) of a mill on all taxa- 
ble property of the State, to be designated as the "funding 
tax, " which shall be used and applied for the payment of the 
principal and interest of the funding bonds. The annual 
interest on the bonds is $61,390. Estimating the total valua 
tion of the taxable property of the State at $600,000,000, it 
will be seen that the levy of a tax of one-tenth (1-10) of a mill 
is insufficient to meet the interest on the bonds. As it was 
contemplated that the principal should also be paid from the 
proceeds of this tax, I would respectfully recommend that the 
levy be increased to two-tenths (2-10) of a mill. 

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

Section 38, chapter 131, general laws 1891 designated this 

office as the depository for all securities of building and loan 

associations heretofore deposited with the state auditor. 

These securities consist chiefly of mortgages on real property 

and loans made on certificates of stock. The amounts on 

deposit by the various associations at this date are as follows:

FORESTRY FUND TAX. 

Chapter 151, general laws 1881, provides that a certain an- 
nual bounty be paid to encourage timbeT culture. 

A tax levy of one- tenth of (1-10) a mill is imposed upon all 
the taxable property of the State, called the forestry fund tax, 
to meet the provisions of this law. 

The amount collected on this tax yearly is now about $58,000. 
The amount to be paid in any one year for these bounties is 
limited to $20,000. 

Section 4, chapter 214, general laws of 1885, directs the 
state treasurer to transfer any surplus in the forestry fund, 
not required to pay for bounties, to the general reveuue fund. 
This transfer last year amounted to $35,000. 

The term for which this bounty can be paid is limited to six 
years and in a great many instances the period is completed, 
consequently the demands upon this fund are decreasing. 

The warrants drawn under this act for the year of 1891 
amounted to $18, 572. 15. For the year 1892, $16, 701. 15 and they 
will continue to decrease year after year as the terms expire. 

It will thus be seen that a surplus of over $40,000 is now an- 
nually collected through thfe forestry tax which is not, needed 
at the present time by the revenue fund. I would recommend 
that this tax levy be repealed and in lieu thereof that the legis- 
lature make a direct appropriation sufficient to protect all now 
entitled to receive the bounty and for all that may hereafter 
desire to avail themselves of the timber culture act. 

An appropriation of $20,000 or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, would be sufficient to meet all demands, and would 
relieve the tax payers to a considerable extent. 

BOUNTIES FOR KILLING WOLVES. 

. In my report for the fiscal year ending July 31, 1890, I 
called the attention of the legislature to section 74, chapter 
124, general statutes of Minnesota, which provides that: "Any 
person who shall kill any wolf in this State between November 
first and May first, in any year, shall be entitled to receive a 
bounty of five dollars ($5), and for any wolf killed in this State 
in any year between May first and November first, shall be enti- 
tled to receive a bounty of three dollars ($3)". Orders for such 
bounty are made on the treasurer of the State and must be by 
him received, when making settlements with county treasur- 
ers, in payment of State taxes. The annual appropriation for 
the payment of wolf bounties, which at present is $15,000, has 
always fallen far short of meeting the ever growing 
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demand upon the treasury from this source, and the item of 
"cash in vault," often largely consists of unredeemed wolf 
bounty orders. This is an imposition upon the treasurer. In 
my last report to the legislature I recommended the repeal of 
the law granting wolf bounties, but the several attempts to 
carry out this recommendation, or to amend the law so as to 
reduce the bounty, met with signal failure. Believing that 
the sentiment of the agricultural community of the State 
still upholds the law, I would recommend that no specified 
amount be appropriated, but that the same be left open. 
This is a mere business proposition. If the law authorizing 
the payment of bounties is left undisturbed, the treasurer should 
at air times be in a position to convert the orders into cash. 

treasurer's bond and salary. 
The tax payers of the State have a right to demand of the 
treasurer ample security for the safe keeping of the State's 
funds, and it is but right and proper that the treasurer should 
receive a reasonable compensation for the very great responsi- 
bility he assumes. At present, the bond required of the treas- 
urer ($400,000) and his salary ($3,500) are out of proportion to 
the vast sum of money (about $4,000,000) that passes through 
his hands annually. In one month only during the fiscal year 
just closed has the cash on hand been less than the amount of 
the treasurer's bond, and had the June settlements from Henne- 
pin, Ramsey and St. Louis counties been promptly made the 
cash on hand at the close of the fiscal year would have ex- 
ceeded $2,700,000. Although the law requires all moneys to be 
deposited in banks, the treasurer's responsibility does not cease 
with such deposit. I would therefore most earnestly recom- 
mend that the law be so changed as to require the treasurer to 
give a good and sufficient bond in the sum of $1,000,000. Like- 
wise, an increase in the treasurer's salary to $5,000 per annum 
would not be unreasonable. 

ADDITIONAL CLERK HIRE. 

Upon the request of the chief executive of the State, a daily 
system of accounting with the state auditor has been adopted. 
This requires so much extra labor that in order to carry on the 
work expeditiously additional help is necessary. The regular 
routine work of the office is also increasing very rapidly. I 
would therefore respectfully request that the appropriation 
for clerk hire for this office be increased nine hundred dollars
